FOÜGHO DUEL! 


General Boilâoger «ad Prlne Mlnigter 
Floqoet 
Flfht 
With 
Swords 
and Both are Wonaded. 


PABIS, Jnly 18.—AB WM expected the 
insQlt offered by General Boolaoger to 
Prime Minister Floqnet in the chamber 
of deputies last evening resalted in a 
dael. 


The two gentlemen attended by their 
seconds met at 10 o'clock this morning. 
Swords were used 
and 
both 
were 
wonnded. 


The duel occnrred on Count Dillon's 
estate at Nenilly-Snr Seine, a short dis- 
tance from the city. 


Oeneral Boulanger was wonnded in 
the arm and neok. 
The wonnds are 
not dangerous. 


M. Floquet's hand was scratched by 
General Boulanger's sword. 
Further 
than this he was not touched. 


In the second 
encounter 
General 
Boulanger was slightly wounded in the 
leg and M. Floquet received a out on 
the right hand. 


After resting, the men renewed the 
fighting for the third time. 
General 
Boulanger made a lunge at M. Floquet's 
left breast, but only slightly touched 
the mark. 
General Boulanger then re- 
ceived a wound in the throat which put 
an end to the encounter. 
The wound 
is a severe one, but on account of hem- 
orrhage the doctors are unable to decide 
whether it is likely to prove serious. 


The duel was fiercely fought. Gener- 
al Boulanger tried hard to kill M. Flo* 
quet and threw himself upon him again 
and again. 
When M. Floquet received 
the wi nod in the hand and it began to 
bleed, the seconds proposed that the 
fight be discontinued, but both combat, 
ants refused to stop. 
It is now believed 
the wound in General Boulanger's throat 
is serious. M. Floquet received scratches 
on his hand, chest and foot. 


M. Floquet's colleagues in ^ e minis- 
try were waiting at his house for news 
of the duel and were overjoyed to see 
the prime minister return safe. He was 
given an ovation. 
A small crowd of 
General Boulanger's followers were in 
front of his house when he returned 
home. 


Dr. Monod, who is attending General 
Boulanger, has issued a bulletin regard- 
ing his condition. 
It says there Is a 
deep wound in the right side of the 
general's neck and it causes a marked 
difficulty in his respiration. 
At present 
the doctor is unable to give an opinion 
as to what turn the case may take.

PABIS, July 13.—Yesterday in the 
chamber of deputies General Boulanger 
proposed the dissolution of the chamber 
and his motion was rejecteil. 


M. Floquet criticized Boulanger for 
offering such a motion and criticizing 
workers when he had been often absent 
from his seat when there had been dan- 
ger and a hangôr on in the waiting 
rooms of the Princess. 


Then, addressing M. Floquet, Gener- 
al Boulanger said: 
"Floquet's speech 
is only the utterance of a badly educated 
school usher. 
He in no way allcdes to 
the general policy of revision. 
He 
merely makes a personal attack. 
I tell 
him now, as I told him amid the noise, 
that he impudently lies." 


A wild scene of excitement followed 
and the president of the chamber inti- 
mated that (General Boulanger should 
be censured for his language. 


Upon 
this the 
general 
protested 
aguinst the present regimes, which he 
said did not respect the liberty of the 
tribune. 
Therefore he resigned from 
the chamber of deputies. 


A motion of censure of General Bou- 
langer was adopted and the chamber ad- 
jou]:ned.

THE i"_PRISONERS. 


The Mtartllng Outline of Their Hage 
Dynamite Pl<^ Is Presented in 
Coart To-day. 


CmoAoo, July 18.—The startling out- 
line of the ease against the members of 
the Brotherhood engineers and firemen, 
acoused of complicity in the huge dyna> 
mite plot against the 0., B. and Q. 
road, was formally presented in court 
to-day. 
The statement was made by 
United States District Attorney Ewing, 
immediately upon the arraignment of 
six of the accused-Chief 
Bauereisen 
acd his 
comrades. 
Coding, 
Wilson, 
Bowles, Broderick and dmith. 


The statement of the attorney was 
apparently based largely upon the con- 
fession of one of the six, Alex Smith. 
The latter sat apart from the other de* 
fendants. and nothwithstanding the en- 
treaties of his brother, who was present 
in court, doggedly decliiftid to be repre- 
sented by the brotherhcod attorneys or 
have anything to do with them. 


After Commissioner Ho^ne had refus- 
ed the defendants' request for a sepur- 
ate examination, the district attorney 
recited the facts he proposed to prove. 


He said the evidence will show that a 
few days prior to the explosion at £ola, 
May 29, ^wles, one of the accused, 
went into the room of Chairman Höge, 
and showed him e number of cartridges 
and they talked there abont the use of 
those cartridges. 
It will appear further 
that some three or four days before that 
explosion and after the conversation be- 
tween Höge, Bowles met Smith (one of 
the 
defendants) 
and 
talked 
with 
him 
about 
the 
use 
of 
dyna< 
mite 
and 
invited 
him 
to 
go 
with him and they would fix some. 
The 
evidence ^ill farther show that on the 
night of the 29th of May last, Bowles 
procured a borse and buggy and with 
Smith, drove down to Eola. 


Bowlee got out of the buggy and put 
a cartridge on the rail. Coming back he 
reported what 
he had done. 
They 
drove back to Aurora and as they were 
nearing the town the explosion took 
place and a part of the engine was 
wrecked. 
A day or two later Baureisen 
met Smith on the street and said Bowles 
left a package for him at Peck's hotel. 


Hmith went to the hotel as directed 
by Baureisen and found the cartridge 
and opps. June 14th, Smith put the 
cartridge on the track of the Chicago. 
Burlington and Qoincy at South Aurora. 


The evidence also would disclose a 
secret correspondence bet ween Baureisen 
and Bowles showing they were engaged 
in using dynamite. 


The district attorney further stated 
that on July 6th, Coding gave Smith a 
letter to his wife and that on presenting 
it she gave Smith a package containing 
cartridges, fuse and caps. 
These Smith 
delivered to the Brotherhood hall at 
Aurora, where he met Broderick, Bowles 
and Bauereisen and said to one of them: 
"That package is out in the ante-room," 
that Broderick, Bowles, Baureisen and 
Wilson all went out of the hall together, 
that Broderick had this package in his 
arm, that they went down to the train 
together, coming to Chicago and took 
the train to come here. They were ar- 
rested on the train and when that pack- 
age was examined it was found to con- 
tain four and a half pounds of cartridges 
and in Broderick's possession was a 
number of filminating caps that can be 
used for no other purpose than ihe ex- 
plosion of dynamite. 


J. J. Kelly, seoretary to Chairman 
Höge, was placed on the stand and told 
him Bowles brough the dynamite to 
Hoge's room in the hoteL 
The package 
was opentrd in the presence of Huge. 


Twelve Brotherhood engineers and 
firemen returned to work on the Bur- 
lington road, at Omaha, yesterday, stat- 
ing that they believed the 
charges 
against Chairman Höge and other lead- 
ers, and were unwilling to be identified 
with such men.

A BIGJOW. 


The Repnblieans Have a Storaiy Time 
in Their NaUonal ix»aimlttee—Dad- 
ley Downed by New. 


Niw YOBK, July 13.—In the light of 
comment among republicans who are 
members of the 
republican national 
committee a big row has been precipi- 
tated in the party at the outset of tbe 
canvass by the organiaation of that 
body. 
It was the deliberate judgment 
of three fourths of the committee that 
J. S. Clarkson, of Iowa, should be made 
chairman. 
He was punished by the 
New York combination because he has 
always been a Blaine man. 
Such is the 
construction put on the action of the 
committee by his friends. Mr. liarri- 
son's friends here were divided in their 
counsels, while Elam and 
Michener 
counseled making an organiaation which 
should recognize both factions of the 
party. 


John C. New and J. P. Huston were 
anxious to lay down every thing to the 
New Yorkers, and finally succeeded in 
doing it. 
What they wanted was to 
drive out W. W. Dudley. 
The commit- 
tee forced New to declare that Quay and 
Fafiset were the choice of the carididates, 
and then sullenly voted them in. 
It 
was not, however, until some very em- 
phatic protests had been entered by 
Evans, of Minnesota; Carey, oi Wyom- 
ing, and other western men, who de- 
clared that there wab danger in the 
northwest of piling it on too thick from 
the east. 


The bitterness was so deep yesterday 
that a compromise was partially ef- 
fected by putt ng Colonel Dudley on the 
executive committee as treasurer and 
making him ex-officio a member of the 
committee. 
He refused first to accept 
the sop, but finally accepted it. 


The executive committee to-day de- 
termined to start a German bureau to 
operate with the saloon-keepers. 
A bu- 
reau to organize women's republican 
leagues to get temperance and prohibi- 
tion, and an Irish bureau to get Irish- 
men. 
It is evident that they intend to 
reach out in every direction. 
The na- 
tional republican league clubs were turn- 
ed over by resolutions' to the several 
state committees for means of subsist- 
ence. 
The league executive committee 
has been here for three days clamoring 
for funds. By the resolution they get 
the cold shoulder. 


THE FLOODED DISTRICT«. 


Relief CommitteFs at Work Helplng the 
Sofferers. 


WHBBiirao, W. Va., July 13.—The re- 
lief committee appointed at the citizens 
meeting Wednesday met yesterday af- 
ternoon to hear a report of the sub com- 
mittee that visited the devastated dis- 
tricts. 
Terrible suffering is reported, 
which far exceeds all anticipations. The 
people in the low lands are without 
food, clothes and homes. 
It is thought 
that they will not have to appeal for 
outside assistance and will endeavor to 
confine their appeals to the citizens of 
the town for at least one more day. 
Folly 125 families, aggregating over 600 
people, an suffering and in need of the 
necessaries of life. Yesterday 
morning 
the first mail was received since Mon- 
day, the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
beirg open both on the main stem and 
the Parkersburg branch. 
Business is 
entirely suspended at Clarksburg for 
three days and it will be several weeks 
before matters can be adjusted. 


PrrrsBUBo. July 12.—The Allegheny 
and Moauugahela valley were visited by 
another heavy rain last night and the 
rivers are again risinp' at headquarters. 
This has caused some apprebensions, 
but old river men do not anticipate an- 
other flood. The rivers are still reced- 
ing here with eighty-six inches in the 
channtl. 
It is clear and very cool, the 
mercury dropping 24 degrees in a few 
hours. 


A Watermelon Famine. 


NBWYOBK. July 12.—It looks as if 
migh' b-j a watermelon famine in New 
York, owing to a dispute between the 
receivers and transporation companies 
that bring watermelons to town from the 
southern fields. Tho Pennsylvania rail- 
road and coastwise steamship companies 
have ctiarged 888 a carload without lim- 
iting the weigut. 


The companies have just issuud an 
edict limiting a carload to 20.000 pounds 
and the New York watermelon dealers 
decided to notify all southern consigners 
they must not ship any melons at pres- 
ent. 
The receivers claim tnat in case of 
delays the companies authorize inex- 
perienced men to sell the meions at 
auction. 
These are exceeding generous, 
and sell the melons at outrageously low 
figures to cover the freight expenses. 
In this way melons worth 8160 a car- 
load have been tumbled on the market 
at 860. 


Henry S. Ives Indicted. 


OIROINMATI, July 13.—Henry 8. Ives, 
of New York, was indicted yesterday by 
the fiamiitou county grand jury. Noth- 
ing further is known than this bare fact. 
What the alleged offense is the court au- 
thorities refuse to tell. R. A. McDonald, 
the petitioner, and the chief witness in 
the recent injunction case against the 
Ciucinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
road company, which is now under ad- 
visement in the courts of Hamilton, But- 
ler county, Ohio, has also' been indicted 
by the grand jury in Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton county, for perjury. 
It is supposed

his testimony in the case, the hearing of 
whicn closed Wednesday in the Hamil- 
ton, Bntler connty, Ohio, ooDrtB.

New York officers were brevetted at the 
close of the war.
